299  live  births  were  registered  giving  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of 
14,7,  as  compared  with  15.68  for  1971  and  13.59  for  1970 

The  illegitimacy  rate  was  60.0  per  1,000  live  births  as  comoared 
with  62,5  for  the  previous  year,  and  a rate  of  86.00  for  England  and 
Wales . 
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Stillbirths: 

6 stillbirths  were  registered  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  7 
for  the  previous  year.  There  were  10  in  1970. 

There  were  no  illegitimate  stillbirths  registered  during  the  year. 
Infant  Mortality; 

There  was  only  1 death  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year,  as  compared  with  6 for  the  previous  year  There  were 
3 such  deaths  in  1970.  This  death  was  of  a child  aged  hours,  who 
died  in  hospital,  the  cause  of  death  being  Intrauterine  Anoxia.  There 
were  no  illegitimate  infant  deaths  in  the  Borough,  during  the  year. 

There  was  1 Neonatal  death  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  as  com- 
pared with  6 for  the  previous  year.  There  were  no  such  deaths  in  1970. 

There  was  1 Early  Neonatal  death  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  4 for  the  previous  year.  There  were  no  such  deaths  in 
1970.

Accidental  Deaths: 

There  were  9 Accidental  Deaths  in  the  Borough  during  the  year,  an 
increase  of  1 death  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  There  were 
16  such  deaths  in  1970.  Of  these  9 Accidental  Deaths,  6 were  in  the 
age  group  of  65  years  and  over,  all  of  which  were  caused  by  falls  at 
home  or  in  chronic  sick  hospitals 
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The  remaining  accidental  deaths,  3 in  number  were  caused  by:-

Inhalation  of  Poisons  , . 1 

It  is  most  pleasing  to  report  that,  in  a time  when  one  reads  and 
hears  so  much  about  motor  vehicle  accidents,  there  were  no  such  deaths 
in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

The  Home  Help  Service,  even  though  performing  much  useful  work  in 
the  performance  of  essential  duties  of  the  household,  leaves  much  to  be 
accomplished  in  the  way  of  other  needs  of  the  aged  and  chronic  sick. 
There  is  still  considerable  scope  for  voluntary  work  in  this  sphere. 

Deaths  in  the  Borough  exceeded  births  by  89.  This  excess  of 
deaths  over  births  has  been  the  pattern  for  the  Borough  for  the  last 
ten  years.  Deaths  exceeded  births  in  the  Llanelli  Divisional  area  as 
a whole,  and  this  trend  must  be  of  concern  to  the  future  of  the  area. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  provision  of  new  industries  in  the  region  will 
provide  suitable  opportunities  for  the  educated  and  trained  youth  to 
remain  in  the  area. 

Cancers 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  Cancer  deaths  in  the  Borough 
for  the  year.  They  totalled  67  as  compared  with  84  for  the  previous 
year.  There  were  increases  of  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Stomach  and 
Breast,  but  decreases  in  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  other 
Cancers.  There  were  3 deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Uterus,  being  the 
same  as  for  the  previous  year.  Yet  again  this  year,  there  were  no 
female  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung.

Ten  cases  of  Measles  - 5 Males  and  5 Females  were  notified  in  the 
Borough  during  the  year  as  compared  with  309  for  the  previous  year.  Two 
of  these  cases  were  in  the  age  group  5-9  years.  There  were  50  cases 
notified  in  1970  and  266  cases  in  1969.

Meningococca ! Infection: 

No  cases  were  notified  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

Dysentery: 

Fifty  three  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified  in  the  Borough  during 
the  year  as  compared  with  sixty-eight  cases  for  the  previous  year.  All 
the  notified  cases  were  investigated.  Faeces  samples  from  all  notified 
cases  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination, 
the  results  proving  negative,  except  for  one  case  of  Salmonella  Enteritidis, 
in  all  the  samples  submitted. 
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Food  Poisoning: 

One  case  of  Food  Poisoning  was  found  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year.  The  case,  originally  notified  as  Dysentery,  was  of  a Male  aged 
30  years  of  age.  He  was  a married  man  living  with  his  family,  a total 

of  five  persons.  A sample  of  faeces  from  the  notified  case  was  sub- 

mitted to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination  from  which 
Salmonella  Enteriditis  was  isolated.  Faecal  samples  from  the  four 
immediate  family  contacts  were  also  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  examination,  the  results  of  which  were  negative. 

Following  treatment  by  his  Doctor,  a further  sample  of  faeces  from 
the  notified  case  was  submitted  to  the  Laboratory,  the  result  proving 
negative.  The  case  was  fully  investigated  by  the  Department,  but  it 
was  not  possible  to  ascertain  the  source  of  the  infection. 

Typhoid: 

No  case  of  Typhoid  was  notified  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 
There  was  1 notified  case  in  1971. 

Infective  Jaundice: 

No  case  of  Infective  Jaundice  was  notified  in  the  Borough  during 
the  year.  Twenty-three  cases  were  notified  in  1971  and  203  cases  in 
1970 . 

Venereal  Disease:

Three  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year.  They  were  made  up  of  1 Respiratory  case  - Male  and  2 Non-Resp- 
iratory  cases  - both  Females.  There  were  also  3 cases  notified  in  1971, 
all  being  Respiratory  cases. 

There  was  on  death  attributable  to  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  in  the 
Borough  during  the  year.  This  death  was  of  a female  in  the  age  group 

75  years  and  over.  There  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  in  1971.

The  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  patients  is  undertaken  by  the  Region- 
al Hospital  Boards  through  the  Chest  Physician. 

The  County  Council  will  assist  in  the  domiciliary  care  of  Tuber- 
culosis and  other  patients,  by  provision  of  beds,  bedding,  sickroom 
equipment  and  home  help  assistance. 

In  addition,  sleeping  out  shelters  are  available  for  certain  Tuber- 
culous patients. 

Assistance  is  granted  in  necessitous  cases  towards  the  cost  of  the 
travelling  expenses  of  relatives  visiting  long  stay  patients  in  Hospitals 
and  Sanatoria.  In  practice,  it  has  been  found  that  the  great  majority 
of  applications  for  assistance  have  been  by  relatives  of  Tuberculous 
patients , 

Assistance  is  granted  for  visits  to  Hospitals  and  Sanatoria  which 
are  not  less  than  40  miles  from  the  residence  of  the  applicant,  and  is 
subject  to  the  following  conditions: - 

(a)  That  there  is  urgent  reason  for  the  visit  because  of 
the  patient's  serious  condition,  or  that  the  visit 
would,  in  medical  opinion,  do  the  patient  good  and 
aid  response  to  the  treatment. 

(b)  That  because  of  the  length  of  the  journey  the  relatives 
concerned  are  unable  to  afford  it  from  their  own 
resources  without  substantial  hardship. 

(c)  That  subject  to  (a)  above,  the  assistance  is  re- 
stricted to  one  relative  every  month  or  two  re- 
latives every  two  months,  unless  a senior  member 
of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital  certifies 
that  more  frequent  visits  are  essentila  on  account 
of  the  patient's  serious  condition.

Mass  Radiography; 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  did  not  visit  the  Borough  during  the  year. 
Also  no  special  survey  units  visited  local  works  during  the  year. 

The  total  withdrawal  of  any  Mass  Radiography  Units  from  the  area 
resulted  in  many  complaints  and  enquiries  being  received.  The  nearest 
fixed  unit  for  this  service  is  now  at  Singleton  Hospital,  Swansea,  and 
any  person  wishing  to  avail  himself  or  herself  of  the  service  has  to  be 
prepared  to  sacrifice  considerable  time  and  possibly  money  to  do  so. 

Isolation  Hospitals; 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  from  the  Borough  are  sent  either  to 
Hill  House  Hospital,  Swansea,  or  to  the  West  Wales  Isolation  Hospital, 
Tumble.  No  information  is  available  as  to  the  number  of  admissions  to 
these  hospitals. 

Laboratory  Facilities: 

Specimens  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Swansea,  or  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen,  and  I would  like  to  record  my 
appreciation  to  the  Directors  for  their  close  co-operation  and  assistance.

Local  Hospitals: 

There  are  four  local  hospitals.  The  Llanelli  General  Hospital  with 

160  beds;  the  Bryntirion  Hospital  for  Chronic  Sick  with  156  beds;  the 
Glasfryn  Maternity  Hospital  with  12  beds,  and  the  Pre-convalescent  Hosp- 
ital at  Ci lymaenl iwyd  with  43  beds. 

Distribution  of  Welfare  Foods: 

National  Welfare  Foods  which  were  formerly  distributed  by  the  Minis- 
try of  Food  are  now  distributed,  under  arrangement,  by  the  Carmarthenshire 
County  Council. 

The  Centre  is  open  from  Mondays  to  Fridays  at  Brynmair  Clinic,  Goring 
Road,  Llanelli. 
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Home  Nursing  Equipment; 

Sick-room  and  nursing  articles  and  equipment  required  for  Datients 
at  home  can  be  obtained  as  follows: - 

(a)  Red  Cross  Society,  6 West  End:  6.30  D.m.  - 7.30  p.m. 

(b)  From  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Equipment  provided  under  these  arrangements  include  air  beds,  air 
rings,  bed  cradles,  bed  pans,  back  rests,  urinals,  wateroroof  sheets, 
etc.  Patients  are  charged  according  to  their  circumstances  and  the 
cost  of  the  article. 

Home  Help  Service: 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  organised  by  the  Carmarthenshire  County 
Council.  The  area  organiser  is  available  for  interviews,  etc.  at  4 
Queen  Victoria  Road  on  Wednesday  afternoons  between  2.30  p.m.  and  4 0 p.m. 

Home  Helps  are  provided  during  the  laying-in  Deriod  in  maternity 
cases  where  the  patient  has  no  relative  available  to  undertake  the 
domestic  duties  of  the  home,  and  also  in  certain  cases  of  sickness  or 
needs.  For  those  on  National  Assistance,  domestic  helo  on  a more 
limited  scale  can  be  arranged,  when  needed,  through  the  Ministry  of 
Social  Security. 

The  Health  Department  collaborate  closely  with  the  officials  respon- 
sible for  the  service  enumerated  above. 

Mental  Health  Service; 

Officers  of  the  Social  Services  Department  of  the  Carmarthenshire 
County  Council  are  authorised  to  take  initial  proceedings  under  the 
Mental  Health  Act  1961,  for  the  provision  and  care  and  treatment  of 
persons  in  the  area  suffering  from  mental  illness. 

Mental  Subnormals: 

The  Carmarthenshire  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  ascert- 
ainment, supervision  and  general  welfare  of  the  mentally  subnormal. 
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Supervisory  home  visits  are  made  by  Mental  Social  Workers  and  a 
limited  amount  of  home  teaching  of  mental  subnormals  is  also  carried 
out . 

Blood  Transfusion  Service; 

There  is  a small  blood  bank  at  the  Llanelli  General  Hospital,  and 
the  services  of  a Pathologist  with  ten  trained  technicians  and  one 
trainee  technician  are  available. 

Blood  grouping  and  cross  matching  are  part  of  the  normal  laboratory 
routine,  and  a twenty-four  hour  service  is  maintained  for  emergencies. 

The  Blood  Transfusion  Service  visited  the  area  periodically  during 
the  year.  Figures  of  donations  received  and  usage  of  blood  as  suoplied 
by  the  National  Blood  Transfusion  Service,  are  not  available. 

National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children: 

Close  collaboration  is  maintained  with  the  Local  Inspector  of  the 
above  Society,  and  mutual  action  to  mitigate  distress  is  taken  in  many 
instances . 

National  Assistance  Act,  Section  47: 

This  section  provides  for  removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons 
in  need  of  care  and  attention.  No  formal  action  under  this  section 
was  necessary  during  the  year,  persuasive  action  having  been  sufficient 
to  achieve  the  desired  ends.  The  availability  of  the  powers  does  how- 
ever aid  persuasion  in  certain  needs. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  BOROUGH 

Water  Supply: 

The  Corporation's  Water  Undertaking  was  taken  over  by  the  Llanelli 
and  District  Water  Board  on  the  1st  October  1962.  Prior  to  the  takeover 
the  Undertaking  consisted  of:- 

(a)  The  Cwmlliedi  reservoir  constructed  in  1878,  having 
a capacity  of  200  million  gallons. 

(b)  The  Upper  Lliedi  reservoir  constructed  in  1904,  having 
a capacity  of  200  million  gallons. 

(c)  The  river  intake  of  the  Gwendraeth  Fach  which  affords  a 
supply  of  3 million  gallons  per  day. 

(d)  An  intake  of  the  River  Towy  designed  to  abstract  6.1 
million  gallons  per  day,  of  which  one  million  gallons 
per  day  is  reserved  for  the  Carmarthen  Rural  District 
Council,  half  a million  gallons  per  day  for  the 
Llandeilo  Rural  District  Council,  and  600,000  gallons 
per  day  for  the  Llanelli  Rural  District  Council. 

There  are  two  systems  of  mains  supplying  the  Borough  limits: - 

(i)  a domestic  main  which  delivers  water  treated  by  slow 
sand  filters  and  chloramine, 

(ii)  trade  water  mains  which  deliver  water  (chlorinated  only) 
for  industrial  purposes. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  is  generally  satisfactory  in  both  its 
quantity  and  quality. 

Copies  of  reports  on  samples  submitted  by  the  Llanelli  and  District 
Water  Board  for  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  were  re- 
ceived by  myself.  In  addition,  independent  sampling  of  water  by  the 
Department  is  carried  out.  The  results  obtained  indicate  that  the  water 
treatment  carried  out  has  been  satisfactory  during  the  year. 
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Water  Distribution  in  Llanelli  and  District  Water  Board  Area: 

The  following  information  and  statistics  are  as  supplied  by  the 
Engineer /Manager  of  the  Llanelli  and  District  Water  Board: - 

(i)  Water  Distribution: 

The  average  daily  consumption  of  filtered  water  for  domestic  pur- 
poses during  the  year  was  25,468  cu/m.  and  for  trade  purposes  20,768  cu/m. 

The  average  daily  consumption  per  head  for  domestic  purposes  during 
the  year  was  ,33  cu/m. 

The  total  number  of  houses  supplied  with  water  was  27,142  for  an 
estimated  population  of  76,798.

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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal: 

All  the  houses  in  the  Borough  are  provided  with  dust  bins.  This 
has  proved  an  unqualified  success  not  only  aesthetically,  but  also  in 
the  reduction  or  elimination  of  nuisances,  etc.,  caused  by  flies,  vermin 
and  rodents. 

The  refuse  collected  is  disposed  of  at  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tip,  and 
controlled  tipping,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  is  being  operated.  This  has  led  to  considerable  improvement 
in  the  condition  of  the  tip.  Regular  supervisory  visits  are  made  by  my 
Staff.  The  Rodent  Operator  also  makes  regular  visits,  and  he  reports 
that  rodent  infestation  is  no  longer  a serious  problem. 

Litter  Act,  1958: 

Litter  bins  are  distributed  on  the  main  highways  of  the  town  and  the 
improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of  the  town  since  these  were  supplied  is 
being  maintained. 

River  and  Streams: 

The  River  Lliedi  passes  through  the  town  and  is  occasionally  polluted 
by  the  throwing  of  rubbish  into  the  bed  of  the  river.  This  was  guarded 
against  as  much  as  possible. 


HOUSING 

Allocation  of  Council  Houses  from  applicants  in  the  following  categor- 
ies is  the  responsibility  of  the  House  Letting  Committee 

(a)  Those  Living  in  Overcrowded  conditions. 

(b)  Those  occupying  houses  becoming  the  subject  of  Clearance; 

Demolition  or  Closing  Orders. 

(c)  Cases  where  combined  unsatisfactory  living  conditions  and 

health  grounds  justify  rehousing. 

(d)  Aged  Persons. 

(e)  Key  Workers . 

(f)  Persons  discharged  from  Her  Majesty's  Forces,  such  cases 

to  be  approved  by  the  Housing  Committee. 
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(g)  Persons  displaced  by  Road  Improvement  and  Central 
Town  Redevelopment  scheme. 

All  applications  from  persons  outside  these  categories  are  referred 
to  the  Housing  Committee. 

Officers  of  the  Health  Department  attend  all  the  meetings  of  the 
House  Letting  Committee  and  their  knowledge  of  the  area  and  its  inhabit- 
ants has  been  invaluable  to  this  Committee. 

The  Staff  of  the  Department  schedule  overcrowded  cases,  and  where 
appropriate,  make  specific  recommendations.  Investigation  of  applicat- 
ions for  housing  on  medical  grounds  is  also  carried  out  by  the  Department, 
together  with  the  investigation  of  the  ever  increasing  applications  for 
O.A.P.  accommodation. 

Unsatisfactory  conditions  in  houses  owned  by  the  Corporation  are 
investigated  by  the  members  of  the  Health  Department.  Services  to  deal 
effectively  with  a small  number  of  problem  families  which  require  intens- 
ive remedial  measures  cannot  be  regarded  as  adequate. 

Overcrowding: 

Approximately  45  families  were  living  under  overcrowded  conditions 
in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Provision  of  Houses: 

Up  to  the  end  of  1972,  the  Town  Council  had  erected  3,418  dwellings, 
of  which  825  are  situated  in  the  Llanelli  Rural  District  Council  area. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  4 houses,  4 S.P.l  Old  Age  flats  and  6 two 
bedroom  flats  were  in  course  of  construction.  These  dwellings  were 
situated  at  Railway  Place  and  were  a part  of  a larger  mixed  housing 
scheme  at  Railway  Place,  comprising  in  total  of  24  dwellings  made  up  of 


as  f ol lows : - 

Old  Age  Single  Person  Flats  ...  4 
Old  Age  and  Other  2 Person  Flats  ...  10 
2 Bedroom  Flats  ...  ...  6

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In  addition,  the  contractor  engaged  on  this  scheme  had  also  accepted  the 
contract  for  the  building  of  the  3 Handicapped  Person  Bungalows  at 
Min-y-Mor,  the  work  to  commence  in  1973. 

The  problem  of  the  rehousing  of  the  Aged  is  increasing  annually  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  195  single  old  age  oersons  and  75  old 
age  couples  on  the  waiting  list.  During  the  year,  the  number  of  casual 
vacancies  which  occurred  totalled  13  flats  - 6 singles  and  7 doubles, 
whilst  the  number  of  new  applications  during  the  year  totalled  52  - 3n 
singles  and  15  doubles. 

There  is  a need  also  for  the  provision  of  the  smaller  type  dwelling 
for  small  families  and  non  O.A.P.  single  persons  and  couples, 

To  meet  all  these  needs,  the  Council  have  agreed  to  the  provision 
of  200  mixed  type  dwellings,  the  work  to  commence  in  1973. 

Nine  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year. 

Inspections; 

Details  of  inspections  are  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

Individual  Unfit  Houses; 

During  the  year  12  Demolition  Orders  and  8 Closing  Orders  were  made 
by  the  Town  Council.

Regular  inspections  of  all  milk  premises  in  the  Borough  were  made 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  a high  standard  of  cleanliness  has 
been  maintained. 

Dealer's  licences,  Pasteuriser's  licences  and  Tuberculin  Tested 
Milk  Producer's  licences  are  issued  by  the  Carmarthenshire  County  Council 
and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.

It  is  the  practice  for  a Public  Health  Inspector  to  follow  up  unsatis- 
factory samples  and  take  subsequent  samples  to  ensure  that  the  standard  is 
improved . 

The  improvement  in  the  bacterial  cleanliness  of  ice  cream  during  the 
past  years  is  due  to  the  attention  given  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
to  this  commodity.

Samples  of  the  water  are  taken  regularly  by  the  Health  Department 
for  examination,  to  ensure  that  high  standards  of  cleanliness  or  purity 
are  maintained. 

Health  Education: 

During  the  year  a poster  campaign  was  carried  out  in  the  District. 
Various  posters  dealing  with  Food  Hygiene,  Accidents  in  the  Home,  Health 
Matters,  Blood  Transfusion  Service,  etc.,  were  distributed  in  'bus 
shelters  and  on  public  buildings.  Whilst  the  actual  results  of  such  a 
campaign  cannot  be  measured,  it  is  hoped  that  the  information  given  has 
alleviated  and  minimised  some  of  the  suffering  which  is  brought  about 
by  ignorance  and  neglect  of  such  matters.
